TUBERCULOSIS GERM 
KILLED BY BACTERIA 
BRED BY DR. MAHER 


Noted Catholic Physician Tells 
Gathering Results of 25 Years’ 
Research — Warns Cure Has 
Not Yet Been Found. 


Shelton, Conn.—Dr. Stephen J. 
Maher, noted Catholic physician 
and international authority on tu- 
buerculosis, recently told of the 
development, after 25 years of re- 
search, of a technique for the 
breeding of a special type of bac- 
teria that destroy the bacillus of 
tuberculosis—human, bovine and 
avian. His revelations were made 
before a gathering of 1,800 physi- 
cians at the Laurel Heights Tuber- 
culosis Sanatorium. 

The discovery, Dr. Maher said, is 
a species of bacteria konwn as cocci 
and diplococci. They come into 
existence from the tubercle bacilli 
themselves after these are given a 
certain food, consisting of sterile 
milk. These cocci and diplococci, 
he said, produce an acid harmless

Alma Mater of First 
Cardinal In U.S. and 41 
Bishops 125 Years Old 


Emmitsburg, Md. — The Alma 
Mater of the first Cardinal in the 
United States and of 41 Bishops on 
Tuesday and Wednesday celebrated 
the one hundred and twenty-fifth 
anniversary of its founding. 

Cardinal McCloskey attended Mt. 
St. Mary’s College here, which was 
founded in 1808 by the Rev. John 
Dubois, later Bishop of New York. 
It was granted its first charter by 
the Maryland Legislature in 1830. 

The Most Rev. Bernard J. Ma- 
honey, Bishop of Sioux Falls, was 
celebrant of the pontifical High 
Mass of thanksgiving at the college 
church Wednesday morning. Bishop 
Mahoney, who was a member of the 
class of 1899, was toastmaster at 
the alumni banquet in the evening 
at which the Most Rev. William J. 
Hafey, Bishop of Raleigh, and 
others spoke.

Washington._-That the guaran- 
ties given by Soviet Russia in at 
riving at recognition by the United 
States included so prominently. a 
highly-detailed pledge of religious 
liberties for Americans in Russia, 
was greeted here with deep. m- 
terest. Competent observers made 
the assertion that to the best of 
their knowledge no pledges regard- 
ing religion of such specific char- 
acter ever before were written into 
recognition papers in negotiations 
into which this country has en- 
tered. 

Religion Given Prominence 

Of .the correspondence between 
President Roosevelt and Commis- 
sar Maxim Litvinoff made public 
recently the announcement. of rec- 
ognition, fully two-fifths deals with 
assurances of religious freedom to 
Americans in Russia. 

At the beginning of the negotia- 
tions it was known that Catholics 
generally, while expressing opposi- 
tion and grave misgivings about 
recognition itself, urged strongly 
that if recognition were accorded 
the questions of religious freedom 
and of the circulation of Com- 
munist propaganda in this country 
be dealt with. 

As an instance of this, the Most 
Rev. Joseph Schrembs, Bishop of 
Cleveland and Episcopal Chairman 
of the Department of Lay Organi- 
zations, National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, in a statement issued 
immediately after President Roose- 
velt announced the negotiations 
would take place, stressed these 
two points of religious liberty and 
the dissemination of Communist 
propaganda. As it turned out, 
both were dealt with in the guar- 
anties.

This teaching of the Pope is not 
new. For, as far back as 1880 the 
Sacred Penitentiary, replying to a 
question about the lawfulness of re- 
stricting the use of marriage to the 
sterile period, declared that married 
people who had such a practice were 
not to be disturbed and that confes- 
sors might prudently suggest it. 

What is the significance of this 
passage from the Holy Father’s En- 
cyclical? Has not the idea of a defin- 
ite determinable period of sterility in 
the menstrual cycle been discarded by 
the medical profession long ago? Yes, 
it had been. Recent research, how- 
ever, has brought about an almost 
complete transformation of medical 
opinion within the last few years. 
The findings of Dr. K. Ogino, the 
most eminent gynecologist in Japan, 
and of Dr. Herman Knaus, of Austria, 
both working independently, have es- 
tablished beyond all doubt the exist- 
ence of definite and determinable 
periods of sterility and of fertility

Writing in The Homiletic of October, 
1933, he states that their findings 
along with further corroborative evi- 
dence demonstrates beyond doubt the 
existence of definite, determinable 
periods of sterility and fertility with- 
in the monthly cycle. 

After an exhaustive review of the 
evidence, he says: “We may thus con- 
clude that the fertile period in each 
menstrual cycle does not exceed eight

days .. . The numerous cases of 
practical application observed by 
Ogino, Knaus, Smulders, Georg and 
others have amply confirmed the cor- 
rectness of these views. If medical 
opinion in general has been slow to 
accept them, the explanation is that - 
it is difficult to abandon a theory 
which one has been accustomed to ac- 
cept as definitive.” (p. 29) Dr. W. A. 
Evans has stated in one of his recent 
syndicated articles that it takes about 
twenty years for a medical discovery 
to gain general acceptance. 


What is the practical significance 
of these findings? They disclose that 
Almighty God, the Author of the laws 
of nature, has provided natural means 
for the regulation of the number of 
offspring. They confirm in a striking 
way the wisdom of the Church’s tra- 
ditional respect for the sanctity of the 
laws of nature, reflecting as they do, 
the mind of the divine Legislator. 
They show that ample time, indeed 
more than half of the monthly period, 
is available for the exclusive attain- 
ment of the secondary ends of mar- 
riage, mentioned by the Holy Father, 
as “‘mutual assistance, and the foster- 
ing of mutual love.” They reveal that 
there is a normal, natural, rational 
method of birth control in sharp con- 
trast to the unnatural method of arti- 
ficial contraceptive devices with their 
lurking menace to the physical and 
mental health and social happiness of 
those who use them. 


Timely and Helpful 


Many will share the opinion of that 
thoughtful scholar, Father Joseph 
Reiner, S. J., in viewing the discovery 
of these important laws of nature at 
this time as little short of providen- 
tial. “Divine Providence,” he writes, 
“has come to the assistance of man- 
kind at critical periods by unfolding 
nature’s secrets. It seems to be do- 
ing that in the present crisis by en- 
abling scientists to discover ‘the 
rhythm of sterility and fertility in 
women.’ The discoveries of Doctors 
Ogino and Knaus show us the way out 
of the difficulty without a compromise 
of principle.” (The Rhythm, p. 1) 


The method by which married cou- 
ples may determine the periods of 
sterility and fertility is presented by 
Dr. Leo J. Latz, in The Rhythm 
(published by the Latz Foundation). 
This valuable little book, published in 
a revised third edition with eccle- 
siastical approbation, discusses the 
problems of family limitation with 
an honesty and a candor as whole- 
some as it is refreshing. We do 
not think that Dr. Latz exagger- 
ates when he says that; as a result of 
the judicious dissemination of these 
findings, we have a right to expect 
“that the married lives of many cou- 
ples will be vastly enriched with the 
values, physical, psychic, and moral, 
of married life, as it was intended by 
the Creator. Burdens that test hu- 
man endurance to the utmost limit, 
and to which all too many succumb, 
will be lightened.

Sex--God’s Creation 

In view of these facts, is it not 
evident that the teachings of the 
Church on birth control are eminently 
suited to attainthese two great goods: 
the enrichment of marriage with the 
greatest physical, social, psychological 
and moral values and the prevention 
of the enormous number of criminal 
abortions now converting our land 
into a whitened sepulchre, fair with- 
out but within filled with the bones 
of unborn children? In the Church’s 


teaching there is a just recognition 


of the primary end of marriage, the 
propagation of the race. But there is 
recognized no less clearly those sec- 
ondary ends to which the Holy Father 
calls express attention. 

Contrary to the assertion of Dr. 
Little and of other misinformed writ- 
ers, the Church does not look dispar- 
agingly upon sex nor upon the enjoy- 
ment of the conjugal relationship by 
married couples even when there is 
no probability or even possibility of 
conception. It is precisely because 
she holds sex to be the high creation 
of Almighty God, the source of man- 
kind’s deepest happiness, as well as 
the divinely ordained fountain whence 
streams the race, that she raises her 
voice in protest against its degrada- 
tion by the unnatural method of arti- 
ficial contraception. Nothing could 
be farther from the truth than to pic- 
ture the Church as viewing sex as 
merely a necessary evil which must 
be indulged to keep the race from ex-

Writers like Dr. Little are fond of 
characterizing the Church’s attitude 
on this subject as that of celibates 
and monks, who look with disdain and 
condescension upon this weakness of 
human nature. From the fact that 
her clergy, at least in the Latin 
Church, do not marry, they conclude 
that the Church does not hold sex and 
marriage in high esteem. Here again 
they misrepresent both the mind and 
the spirit of the Church. True, her 
ministers follow the counsel of per- 
fection enunciated by our Divine Sav- 
iour Himself, and give themselves to 
His service with no conflicting claims. 
But from the very days of Christ, the 
Church has held in profound esteem 
the great sacrament of matrimony. 
Deep in her memory she cherishes the 
words of the Most High uttered at the 
very dawn of human history: “It is 
not good for man to be alone: let us 
make him a help like unto himself.” 
(Gen. 2:18) 


Wholesome Influence 


That diversity of human nature 
which prompts man and woman to 
find the complement for their own 
incomplete nature in the conjugal 
union, she views as the reflection of 
the Divine Will. To belittle that plan, 
to disparage that divinely implanted 
hunger, to scoff at the great endow- 
ment of sex would be to manifest dis- 
respect for their divine Author. Such 
is the plain teaching of the Catholic 
Church. It is precisely because she 
views this universal hunger of hu- 
manity as the mirroring of a divine 
plan, that she seeks its adequate ful- 
fillment in a life-long union and fights 
against its degradation as a mere in- 
stinct that plays no part in the devel- 
opment of the nobler qualities of the 


The wholesome influence of the con« 
jugal relationship upon the develop- 
ment of the spiritual life of husband 
and wife is brought out by no one 
more clearly or more beautifully than 
by our present Holy Father, Pius XI 
in his Encyclical, Casti Connubii, 
“The primary purpose of this out~ 
ward expression of love,” says the 
Holy Father, is “that man and wife 
help each other day by day in forming 
and perfecting themselves in the in- 
terior life, so that through their part- 
nership in life they may advance ever 
more and more in virtue, and above 
all that they may grow in true love 
towards God and their neighbors.” 
The many benefits that physicians and 
psychiatrists picture as flowing from 
the conjugal relationship in the way 
of emotional tranquility, mental se- 
renity and the zest to achieve, are all 
included and raised to an even higher 
plane in the perfection of the interior 
life, referred to by His Holiness, 
which culminates in universal love— 
love for God and love for all mankind. 


In developing this thought, express- 
ed with such simple beauty by the 
Holy Father, that eminent Catholic 
scholar, Dr. Dietrich von Hildebrand, 
professor of philosophy at the Uni- 
versity of Munich, points out that 
those who would seek to confine the 
‘conjugal relationship to the solitary 
end of procreation make a caricature 
of the Church’s real teaching and re- 
duce man from the status of a spirit- 
ual creature to that of a mere animal. 
“To regard wedded love,” he says, “as 
exclusively an objective means to the 
union of wedlock, and the latter in 
turn as a means to procreation, would 
be to subordinate entirely man as a 
human being to man as an animal—~

Some time ago the rector of 
Trinity Church (Protestant 
Episcopal) of New York an- 
nounced a policy in relation to 
marriages, which is in strict 
accordance with that of the 
Catholic Church. Rev. Dr. 
Caleb R. Stetson declared 
that: “persons seeking holy 
matrimony must sign a mar- 
riage blank under oath that 
they have been baptized, have 
never been divorced, are of 
leval age, that there is no im- 
pediment or objection, and 
that they enter the marriage 
of their own free will without 
any outside influence or coer- 
cion whatsoever.” The signa- 
tures of at least two witnesses 
who know the contracting 
parties are also required. 

This minister maintained 
that ours cannot be regarded 
as a Christian country while 
Christian marriage is held in 
such light esteem, and if mar- 
riages, valid before God, may 
be broken by men on the flim- 
siest pretexts. 

A brother clergyman of 
Boston defends Stetson on this 
score and says: 


“Yes, I am afraid Dr. Stet- 
son is right. According to the 
standards of Christ and His 
Church, this country is far 
from Christian. And what is 
more, if this great land of 
ours, which we believe God 
means to be a blessing to al! 
the other nations of the earth, 
does not wash her soul clean 
and get: back to the Christian 
standards of the founders, 
America has but started on 
the downward grade towards 
destruction.” 

FEDERAL AID FOR LOCAL 
EDUCATION. 


In these days of general dis- 
tress mayors ef eities and 
School Boards who find it im- 
possible to balance their re- 
spective budgets are appeal- 
ing to the Reconstruction Fin- 
ance Corporation for assist- 
ance, particularly in behalf of 
their educational program.

The request contained the results 
of a survey by the council of the 
popularity of Catholic literature in 
twelve branches of the Brooklyn 


postolic 
weekly | Public Library. 


In these branches, the council re- 
ported Protestant religious books 
outnumber Catholic books seven to 
one. At the same time, it was 
said, for the last three and one- 
half years Catholic books have 
been borrowed on an average of 
1.93 times more often than Protes- 
tant books. 

The council’s report takes sharp 
issue with the library’s policy of 
not providing religious magazines 
at public expense. Such Catholic 
magazines as are on the library’s 
shelves are donated by individuals, 
it was found. 

“Catholic magazines are not sup- 
plied. Yet Catholicism is not 
merely a religion, but also a cul- 
ture. It possesses a_ distinctive 
viewpoint on every subject of cur- 
rent importance and embraces 
within its interests every field of 
human endeavor. From a purely 
non-religious standpoint, Catholic 
periodicals merit equal recognition 
with the organs of more transi- 
tory sentiments,” the report said.

Within two months after the 
station was opened, 50,000 natives. 
of the Dagari tribe had been en- 
rolled at Dissin, in Bobo Dioulasso, 
where the strong conversion move- 
ment started three years ago in the 
northern regions of the Gold Coast, 
has been spreading. 

Two priests and a Brother open- 
ed the station at Dissin last June, 
and, though they will soon have 
two more priests to assist them, 
they have been forced to assemble 
a corps of 60 auxiliary catechists. 
Four priests and a Brother are far 
too few to cope with such a multi- 
tude. 

At Massala, another mission sta- 
tion of Bobo Dioulasso, the move- 
ment has the same peculiarities 
witnessed at the beginning of the 
conversion wave in the Gold Coast 
three years ago. At Easter this 
year, after three years of exist- 
ence, the station had only 300 peo- 
ple under instruction. But sud- 
denly interest burst forth like a 
flame, and since Easter the number 
has risen to 2,000. Here, too, there 
is a shortage of catechists, and the 
two missionaries are already bur- 
dened with the cares of putting up 
a church.

DENSELY POPULATED LAND 
OBJECTS TO BIRTH CONTROL 


India now is undoubtedly the 
most densely populated land of the 
world, according to the last census 
report. The total inhabitants are 
given as. 353 millions. This means 
an increase since 1921 of 34 mil- 
lions, which is almost equal to the 
total population of France and 
greater than that of Spain. 


Discussing the problem of In- 
dia’s growing millions, the Census 
Commissioner, Dr. H. J. Hutton, 
advocates artificial birth control, 
and for this he is severely taken 
to task by the Bombay Examiner 
in its issue of September 30. 


“Dr. Hutton goes beyond what 
we should have thought were the 
duties of a Census Commissioner, 
and advocates popular instruction 
in artificial birth control,” reproves 
the editorial. “The Census Com- 
missioner and the Government of 
India must be told quite plainly 
that this is much more than an 


jeconomic question: it is also, and 


first and foremost, a question of 
morals. ... 


“We think it disgraceful that 
the Census Report should have 
been used for propagating what 
not only the Christian tradition 
but even non-Christian religious 
opinion in this country regards as 
immoral teaching.”

_The effectiveness of a ban on So- 
viet propaganda, should such pro- 
hibition be a condition of recogni- 
tion of Russia by this country, was 
doubted by speakers at an anni- 
versary luncheon of the American 
Tract Society.

How can I explain to a non-be- 
liever the fact that prayers are al- 
ways heard, if. it be for the best, 
when he cites the case of the Notre 
Dame football team which has been 
losing so consistently this season?

“Number Three. You were told 
at the beginning of the season, in 
a speech at the first pep meeting, 
that it is proper to pray for vic- 
tory if you want to, provided you 


the best.’ And you were told, too, 
that the Religious Bulletin has ask- 
ed for prayers for victory on only 
one occasion—when the 1924 team 
went to Pasadena with the inten- 
tion of making the Blessed Virgin 
the Queen of the Tournament of 
Roses. Finally, you were told that 
victory will be ours when we de- 
serve it, and not until then. 

“Notre Dame can take it—can 
take it standing up. If we should 
lose every game this season we 
would still be the winners if the 
spiritual effects we have pointed 
out—and others which we have 
avoided mentioning—continue to 
shine forth. 

“This is not the plaint of the 
loser, It is not the apology of the 
school that goes in for character 
training only after the football 
team fails to click. It is in no 
sense an apology. It is simply the 
emphatie re-statement of certain 
fundamentals which the Bulletin 
has always stressed, but which 
some people have overlooked in 
prosperity.”

According to 
observations, Europe faces the 
problem of decline and the problem 
of disunity. After a rapid growth 
in the nineteenth century, Europe 
is declining. Some of the factors 
cited for this retrogression were 
enumerated as follows: the growth 
of Japan; the expansion of Rus- 
sia; the economic independence of 
colonial possessions; the self-con- 
trol of Latin America and the rapid 
development of the United States. 
Since the war, continued the 
speaker, Europe has had difficulty 
in reorganizing because it is in 
doubt as to the position of the 
United States, which holds the 
power. 

The question of disarmament 
should be considered as a question 
of fact, was the opinion of the Rev. 
Frederic Siedenburg, S.J., of De- 
troit, Mich. Almost every nation 
uses two-thirds of its wealth for 
the maintenance of arms above the 
quota for self-defense, and the 
burden of taxation for this purpose 
cannot be borne much longer. The 
Church, as an international organ- 
ization, can unite and expand her 
principles of charity and brotherly 
love, thus preventing hostility be- 
tween nations. Only when the 
world accepts logic, religion, and 
common sense, can it rise from its 
struggle. 

Charles P. O’Donnell, of DePaul 
University, Chicago, the next 
speaker, read his paper on “Peace 
Treaties.” He defined treaties, 
showed how they have failed, and 
proposed an international legal 
constitution for a backing in secur- 
ing proper enforcement. 

The conference closed officially at 
the evening dinner session at which 
Dr. Daniel C. O’Grady, of Notre 
Dame, was chairman. Dr. George 
Hermann Derry, of Marygrove col- 
lege, Detroit, Mich., connected 
Modern Nationalism with the 
teachings of the Catholic Church. 
The final talk of the session was 
given by the Rev. F. V. Corcoran, 
C.M., president of DePaul Univer- 
sity, Chicago. Speaking of the 
“Church and Peace,” Father Cor- 
coran stated that the Church placed 
justice above peace when it comes 
to conflict but peace is always her 
aim. 


English Publisher 
Talks at St. Mary’s, N. D. 


Mr, Francis J. Sheed, member of 
the firm of Sheed and Ward, Lon- 
don publishers, and prominent 
member of the Catholic Evidence 
Guild, gave a lecture that was both 
amusing and interesting, as well as 
educational to the student body of 
St. Mary’s college, Notre Dame, 
Indiana, on Monday afternoon, Nov- 
ember 15, and revealed to them 
some of the purposes of the Guild 
and his experiences as a Guildsman. 

Mr. Sheed explained, in his 
speech, that the purpose of the 
Catholic Evidence Guild was to ac- 
quaint the Catholics with the truth 
about the Church, and to regain 
lapsed Catholics. He stated that 
converts were not the object of the 
Guild’s work, therefore they were 
not the measure of its success. Mr. 
Sheed also explained that because 
Guildsmen preached on curbstones 
was no sign that they were unedu- 
cated, young, high-spirited people, 
but that they were men and women 
seasoned by years of work and edu- 
cation.

| A Boon to Many 


Until that time comes when the 
bursting prodigality of nature, from 
jwhich the world through its faulty 
system of distribution is now suffer- 
ing, is made available to all. the 
knowledge of the laws of the divine 
Legislator concerning the natural 
methods for the regulation of births 
will be most helpful and opportune. 
Especially is this true of that grow- 
ing army of men and women who 
with mounting bitterness find them- 
selves condemned to a life of invol- 
untary celibacy because they cannot 
undertake in view of the prevailing 
widespread unemployment the re- 
sponsibility of the unlimited family 
which they believe is the normal re- 
sult of Catholic marriage. 


There are some timid souls who 
prefer to live in the seclusion of 
ivory towers than in the real world 
of men and women with their heart- 
aches, their pulsing anxieties, and 
their tears. Such as these look 
askance at the general dissemination 
of a knowledge of the sterile period 
through fear of a decline in the 
Catholic birth rate. They might do 
well, however, to consider whether 
the interests of Christian society 
and morals would not be _ better 
served by promoting more and ear- 
lier marriages among this economi- 
cally unfortunate class, even though 
the couple can foresee no possibility 
of being able to provide properly for 
more than a few children. 


In the agitation for the enactment 
of laws permitting the dissemination 
of information concerning birth con- 
trol, there has been a generous in- 
dulgence in unrealities. There 
scarcely an individual in all our 
population who does not learn about 
the common methods of contracep- 
tion before he even reaches ma- 
turity. There is scarcely a village, 
town or city in all our land which 
does not have its corner drug store 
from which a person can secure not 
only literature concerning contra- 
ception, but the devices to practice 
the same. Magazines of national 
circulation carry thinly-veiled ad- 
vertisements about contraceptives 
obtainable from the manufacturers 
or at your local drug store. No per- 
son, unless he be blind, deaf or 
dumb, can be unaware of this. Agi- 
tators who pose as crusaders for the 
right to disseminate that which is 
‘already disseminated into every nook 
‘and corner of our land are like Don 
‘Quixote valiantly charging the 
peaceful windmills of Spain. 


Why Withold Knowledge? 


| In our discussion we have not con- 
‘tinued this air of unreality but have 
faced conditions as they actually 
‘exist, frankly and honestly. No 
good but only harm can come from

his Encyclical on Christian Marriage, 
the Holy Father declares that he is 
addressing not only patriarchs, pri- 
mates, archbishops and bishops, but 


through them “the whole Church of 


Christ, and indeed the whole human 
race.” It is plainly his desire that 
the exact position of the Church on 
this important question should be 
made clear to the world. It is in 
conformity with that express wish 
that we have presented the teaching 
of the Holy Father, including a 
phase of it generally neglected by 
the public newspapers but a phase 
to which the findings of medical sci- 
ence give a peculiar timeliness and 
reinforce with a new and added em- 
phasis. 

To withhold from general circula- 
tion the findings of science in any 
domain is always short-sighted. It 
is doubly so in this vexing field 
where they lessen burdens that 
would be otherwise excessive, and 
replace mental disquietude with 
peace and serenity. The very fact 
that the information about artificial 
contraception is so universal is an 
additional reason why the true find- 
ings of science concerning the nat- 
ural method for the regulation of 
offspring should be proclaimed far 
and: wide. 

The only argument advanced 
against the general dissemination of 
such findings seems to be the speci- 
ous objection that, if all Catholic 
couples were aware of a legitimate 
method of limiting their offspring, 
many of them might decide to have 
no children at all. In the first place, 
this objection utterly ignores the 
ineradicable love of children which 
fills the heart of every normal hu- 
man being.’ This affection for chil- 
dren will certainly not be lessened 
when it is discovered that children 
are not, as heretofore imagined, 
merely the result of blind chance, 
but that their coming into the world 
is absolutely determined by their 
parents. What a sobering uplifting 
thought for decent Catholic parents 
when they realize that their privi- 
lege of co-operating with God in His 
work of creation is also a respon- 
sibility that must be deliberately ac- 
cepted or declined! 


Welcomes Every Truth 


In the suggestion that these find- 
ings of medical science should not 
be disseminated in the widest pos- 
sible manner, there is the implica- 
tion that the loyalty of Catholics to 
the Church’s teachings is predicated 
‘upon ignorance of scientific pro- 
‘gress in any field. Even supposing 
| that this ignorance could be pro- 
‘longed indefinitely, and that any one 
were so foolish as to wish it to be, 
how acceptable to the God of all 
knowledge would be a service based 
on ignorance? The fact is that the 
Church embraces with eagerness 
every new discovery of science. In 
her vast temple of truth every new 
secret teased from any of the varied 
‘segments of nature finds a prompt 
and hearty welcome. For the Church 
‘knows that every newly-discovered 
‘truth will not only harmonize with 
‘her deposit of religious truths, but 
will give additional re-enforcement 
to them. 

God does not contradict in the 
manuscript of nature any truth He 
has revealed through His divine Son. 
Neither do the feeble rays from the 
candle light of human reason con- 
flict with the sunlight of divine reve- 
lation. The most widespread dis- 
semination of these findings should 
serve to lessen the use of artificial 
contraceptives and instill a new 


ees 


respect for the laws of nature 
reflection of the mind of a divine 
Legislator. For these findings of 
modern science disclose a rational, 
natural and ethical means to space— 
births and to regulate intelligently 
the number of offspring. Is there 
any fair-minded person, Catholic or 
non-Catholic, who can find fault 
with the reasonableness of the 
Church’s true teaching on birth con- 
trol? } 

In conclusion, it should be noted 
that: 


1. The method of periodic ab- 
stinence is not to be regarded as a 
panacea for all the ills and difficul- 
ties besetting the procreation of the 
race. There will still be plenty of 
room for sacrifice, self-restraint, and 
unselfish devotion. 

2. In determining the period of 
sterility, the guidance of a compe- 
tent physician is desirable, especi- 
ally in the case of women of irregu- 
lar menstrual cycles. The little 
manual, The Rhythm, and the Cal- 
endar supplied by The Latz Founda- 
tion, will be very helpful. 

3. The purpose of presenting 
these findings of medical science has 
been to show that there is a rational, 
natural, ethical means of birth reg- 
ulation in contrast to the use of 
artificial contraceptives or the wil- 
ful frustration of the conjugal act 
condemned by the Catholic Church, 
It is not true, therefore, to say that 
the Church forbids every method 
but that of absolute continence. The 
findings of medical science confirm 
the wisdom of her traditional stand 
on this matter. 

4. The Church reverences the 
ideal of fatherhood and mother- 
hood. Now as always she encour- 
ages married couples to co-operate 
with the creative power of God in 
bringing into existence a number of 
children that will be in proportion 
to their health, their economic 
means, and their conjugal happi- 
ness. 

Surely the non-Catholic, not less 
than the Catholic, who understand- 
ing the true teaching of the Church 
on family limitation, can scarcely 
fail to admire the wisdom, the 
beauty, and the reasonableness of 
her. doctrine. It represents an unfal- 
tering respect for the primary end 
of marriage combined with a sym- 
pathetic appreciation of those sec- 
ondary ends which so greatly en- 
hance the comfort and the joy of 
married life. There is an admirable 
harmonizing of the fundamental 
right of the race to secure its con- 
servation with the right of the indi- 
vidual to as large a measure of love 
and happiness as human life on this 
planet can afford.

Recognizing Realities 

Dr. Halliday Sutherland, the cham- 
pion of the Church’s stand on birth 
control in England, points out the 
dangers threatening the marriage 
bond from abstinence over a long per- 
iod. “Without suggesting that in- 
continence is impossible, or is itself 
harmful,” he writes, “I do suggest 
that prolonged continence in marriage 
may have a profound psychological 
effect on the man and on the woman, 
and may jeopardize the happiness of 
that marriage. It makes reconcilia- 
tion more difficult. It is no answer 
to say that because marriage is a sac- 
rament, its happiness should not be 
jeopardized by those who accept the 
teaching of the Church. Human na- 
ture being what it is, these difficul- 
ties do arise. Even if the man re- 
mains physically faithful to his mar- 
riage, he may become psychologically 
unfaithful. 

“The existence of these difficulties 
should be realized by every priest as 
well as doctor in the Catholic Church, 
if only that he may be in a position to 
help those who come to him for ad- 
vice and guidance. The issues in- 
volved and their difficulties are as 
grave as any that have ever arisen in 
the past history of the Church, and I 
hope these difficulties will be recog- 
nized by those who sometimes speak 
as though the sole purpose of mar- 
riage was merely the procreation of 
children.” (The Catholic Medical 
Guardian, April, 1932, p. 81) 

The eminent German medical au- 
thority, Dr. J. N. Smulders in his re- 
cent work Periodic Abstinence, quotes 
with approval the following passage 
from Sex Problems by the woman 
physician, Dr. E. Glasmer: “Conti- 
nence can be observed by the celibate 
and becomes for them a source of 
character development without doing 
injury to the individual’s well-being. 
For married people continence is to 
be maintained only in exceptional 
cases. ... The conjugal relation is an 
expression and a bond of love that 
helps married people over many diffi- 
culties and conflicts and can lead them 
back to deeper unity. Through conti- 
nence the meaning and content of 
marriage is jeopardized and the 
health of the wife is endangered.”’ 

Because the Church regards man 
not merely as an animal, but also as 
a spiritual being, capable of a love 
that transcends the merely physical 
and reflects the endowment of intel- 
lect and soul, she gives express recog- 
nition to those concomitant ends of 
marriage, the fostering of mutual 
sympathy, understanding and trust, 
and the development of a love that 
envelops not only one another but also 
embraces God and all mankind. It is 
the kindling of a love with a spark 
from the flame of a love that is eter- 
nal and divine, the uncreated and un- 
fathomable love of God. 


An Important Difference 
Since the Church permits birth re- 


striction by the prudent use of the 


sterile period, how does her stand dif- 
fer in any important way from that 
of such professional advocates of 
birth control as Mrs. Margaret Sang- 
er, Dr. Marie Stopes and others of that 
school? The Church has not modified 
in the slightest way her condemnation 
of the deliberate frustration of the 
conjugal act by any artificial contra- 
ceptives or interference which vio- 
lates a natural law. Practically all 


such advocates have counselled the) 


use of contraceptive devices. Now 
modern science comes along and cor- 
roborates the stand of the Church. It 
shows that God, working through the 
laws of nature, has made possible the 
regulation of the number of offspring 
by using her laws instead of abusing 
them. It justifies in an impressive 
manner the respect which the Church 
has always had for the laws of nature 
as a reflection of the mind of the di- 
vine Legislator. 


The Church has never forbidden 
the restriction of births. Her con- 
demnation has been directed solely 
against unethical and unnatural 
methods of achieving that end. Con- 
trary to a widespread impression 
among our non-Catholic friends, the 
Church does not teach that the end 
justifies the means. She teaches that 
it is never permissible to secure a 
good end by unethical means. There 
is, therefore, a fundamental ethical 
difference between the artificial meth- 
ods of the contraceptionists involving 
an abuse of a natural law and the 
method of birth restriction by re- 
specting the laws of nature. 

Discussing this radical difference in 
principle involved, the eminent theo- 
logians Vermeersch and Bouscaren in 
What is Marriage?, a Catechism bas- 
ed on the Encyclical Casti Connubu 
of Pius XI, point out: “Let us ob- 
serve that there is a great difference 
between the practice of birth control 
and the restricted use of marriage of 
which we speak. The abuses of birth 
control can be practiced constantly, 
they give free rein to passion, they 
do not demand the exercise of any 
moral force whatever; whereas this 
limited use of marriage requires, for 
the voluntary abstinence on certain 
days, a moral force, the exercise of 
which is not without its social value.” 
(p. 44 f.) 


Experts Disagree 


The. testimony of medical men, 
chosen from the ranks of those who 
oppose contraception as well as of 
those who favor it, can be adduced to 
show the disadvantages and dangers 
frequently attending the use of con- 
traceptives. Thus Van de Velde, a 
distinguished Belgian gynecologist 
and an advocate of contraception, de- 
clares: “There is no ideal means for 
the prevention of conception; there 
never will be. By an ideal means I 
understand one that will not cause in- 
convenience or disturbance, that will 
exclude the possibility of doing harm 
to the user’s health and that is at the 
same time, fool proof.” 

At a Congressional hearing in 
Washington, in May, 1982, a number 
of prominent medical men. testified 
against the use of contraceptives. 
Candor and fairness require me to 
mention, however, that medical au- 
thorities of not less eminence and ex- 
perience gave testimony in their fav- 


san presentation, 
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evidence favorable to the Church’s|in: . 


stand and ignoring all that is unfavor- 
able, I can only say that medical men 
disagree on this point. Whether the 
same distinguished authorities who 
at that time favored the use of con- 
traceptives on medical grounds, would 
do so now, in the light of the findings 
concerning the sterile period, which 
have been more definitely established 
since that hearing, is a question I 
cannot answer. 
What is Obligatory? 

Does not the reception of the sac- 
rament of matrimony impose upon 
the married couple the obligation of 
begetting offspring if it is possible 
for them to do so? It is true that 
matrimony has been instituted to se- 
cure the conservation of the race. This 
does not mean, however, that chil- 
dren should or even could be born in 
every family. As long as the propa- 
gation of the race is not being en- 
dangered, it cannot be shown that 
there is an obligation for any par- 
ticular couple to beget offspring. It 
is to be remembered that we are 
treating here not of ideals but of what 
is permissible and what is obligatory. 
Contrary to the impression that pre- 
vails in some quarters there is no obli- 
gation on any couple to beget any 
number of children, much less to give 
birth to the largest possible number. 


Thus A. Ballerini, S. J., professor 
at the Gregorian University in Rome, 
declares: “Married people are at lib- 
erty, under mutual agreement, to ob- 
serve perpetual abstinence; they are 
at liberty to observe continence for 
twenty or thirty years and to post- 
pone the consummation of their mar- 
riage up to a time when there will be 
no hope of procreating children; they 
are at liberty to make use of their 
marital rights even when the wife is 
certainly sterile or can no longer con- 
ceive because of her advanced years, 
provided the right is made use of 
without doing violence to nature and 
in order to realize another purpose 
of marriage.” (Gury-Ballerini, vol. 
II, p. 917, footnote) 


In regard to bringing all the chil- 
dren possible into the world, far from 
being obligatory such a course might 
be utterly indefensible. “Broadly 
speaking, married couples have not 
the right to bring into the world chil- 
dren whom they are unable to 
support, for they would thereby in- 
flict a grievous damage upon society.” 
(Koch-Preuss, A Handbook of Moral 
Theology, p. 472) If parents beget 
a much greater number of children 
than they are able to make any ade- 
quate or decert provision for, they 
are usually not prompted by motives 
of, altruism but of crass selfishness. 
The plain truth is that they are in- 
considerate of the just rights of in- 
dividuals and of society as well. 


The Ideal 


After making it clear that there 
is no positive obligation on any spe- 
cific couple to have children, as long 
as the preservation of the race is not 
threatened, we hasten to add that it 
is certainly the ideal which the 
Church holds before every normal 
healthy couple. God has implanted 
a hunger for children in the hearts 
of husband and wife. Why should 
they not respond to that deeply

to themselves but “full of harm to 
the tuberculosis germs from which 
they have been derived.” 


No Curative Evidence 


“We have not as yet,” Dr. Maher 
warned, “secured any convincing 
evidence from animal experiments 
that these cocci and diplococci have 
any preventive or curative effect on 
tuberculosis in guinea pigs, pigs or 
rabbits, but we have abundant evi- 
dence that these cocci and diplococ- 
ci, whether derived from avian, bo- 
vine, or very pathogenic human tu- 
bercle bacilli produce no harmful 
effect when injected into guinea 
pigs or rabbits. 

“In itself this is a very important 
matter if we are to consider any 
possiblé therapeutic use of these 
cocci and diplococci derived from 
tubercle bacilli, . 

“Of course, the temptation to 
preserve silence of ours until we 
can say, ‘Here is the cure for tuber- 
culosis!’ has been very strong. But 
we have resisted this temptation 
because we realize that, if we are 
on the right track, the cure will be 
achieved much sooner if we impart 
our knowledge of direction to the 
whole world than it could be if we 
tried to find this cure alone.”

CHAPTER II 
THE LADY OF THE GROTTO 


The morning of Thursday, Feb- 
ruary 11, 1858, was cold and over- 
cast. About eleven o’clock, Louise 
Soubirous discovered that there 
was no wood in the house with 
which to cook the midday meal, and 
was already preparing to go and 
seek some, when Jeanne Abadie, a 
little neighbor, came in and sug-

Then, 
when I had finished reciting my 
rosary, the Lady retired into the 
interior of the rock, and the golden 
haze disappeared with her” (Es- 
trade, “Les Apparitione de Lourdes:

42-43). 

Meanwhile Jeanne and Toinette 
had returned to the Grotto and 
finding Bernadette on her knees 


where they had left her, a quarter 


of an hour ago, they scoffed her 
misplaced piety and asked sarcas- 
tically if she had any idea of com- 
ing home with them.

Contrary to 
her expectations, it was quite tepid, 
and she remarked on it to the 
others, who were still shivering 
from their experience. “Then you 
are very lucky,” they replied: “‘it 
had quite a different effect on us.”
